The  several  amounts  of  estimated  receipts,  income,  revenue  and  expenditures 
as  enumerated  herein  for  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  are  hereby  appropriated  for 
Fiscal  Year  2008-09  and  Fiscal  Year  2009-2010,  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Section 
8A.106  requiring  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  to  submit,  during  each  even-numbered 
year,  annual  appropriation  detail  for  the  next  two  fiscal  years.
